Deaths: MRS. TEDA GOLDHAMER, widow of MR. J.H. HARMES, died at the 
residence of her son, MR. CHARLES HARMES, = at Harmes’ Mill, 
Thursday, July 2ist, 1892. She was born in Dornum, Germany, in 
1822, and came to America with her husband July 4, 1868, and 
located in Lincoln county in 1871. She had been a member of the 
Lutheran church since she was 14 years old...She was the mother of 
three sons and a daughter, all of whom reside in this county and 
are among our most worthy people. 


Fayetteville Observer July 7, 1892 


Lincoln county was organized in 1808 (sic) and since its formation, 
although many murders have occurred the extreme penalty has been 
visited upon but three persons. 


A number of people have been put to death at the hands of mobs, 
among the number was a white man by the name of BURNS in 1866. The 
jail was unsafe and the prisoners were being held at the court 
house by guards. BURNS was taken from then, carried to the mouth 
of Cane Creek and hung. The lynched man was under arrest for 
stealing a mule, and was a member of the Ku Klux. He threatened to 
disclose the identity of the members of the Klan unless they 
released him. It was the intention of the Ku Klux in those days to 
put down lawlessness-not to thwart justice. There was a bitter and 
unrelentless persecution being waged against the order by the 
carpetbag government of Tennessee, and it was supposed that he was 
hung by his former friends to protect themselves, but this will 
never be known. 


In 1868 MR. C.S. WILSON was coroner and held inquests on three 
men that had come to their death by violence. A white man, whose 
name is forgotten, was shot at the Chenault ford by the Ku Klux for 
horse stealing. A negro was hung at Molino for an attempted rape 
upon a white woman. The third was a negro man who was lynched at 
the BOB BROWN place 12 miles from town on the Fishing ford road. 
His crime was the ravishing of the person of his own daughter. 


Three years ago a negro named BOB BONNER was hung at Petersburg 
for rape. Although his crime was committed in this county and it 
was said the lynching was done by Lincoln county people, he was 
taken across the line and suspended in Marshall, this giving the 
coroner of our sister county the ‘job,’ and also the opportunity of 
getting off the stereotyped expression - "came to his death at the 
hands of parties unknown." 


In March, 1890 STEVE JACOBS was lynched in the north-eastern 
edge of town. Steve came to this place from Murfreesboro and 
brought a bad reputation along with him. JACOB’S crime was arson, 
he having burned the stable and 25 head of stock belonging to MR. 
J.C. KELSO two weeks before. His guilt was clearly established, 
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and although his punishment was the most severe known, the public 
generally did not condemn the action. 


During the war there were three or four white men and as many 
negros put to death by mobs, but these "don’t count.” At the time 
there was no law in existence here, and the executions were not in 
defiance of law. The well-being and order of the county demanded 
that offenders be speedily punished. 


The first legal execution occurred in 1827. A man named MCCLURE 
was hung at the stone bridge. He was a shoe maker and killed a man 
named MCBRIDE. The men had shops near the Presbyterian church. 
They had previously had a difficulty, and it was thought the 
trouble had been satisfactorily arranged. MCBRIDE was a fiery, 
irascible temperament, and MCCLURE went to his shop and reopened 
the quarrel. After a time MCBRIDE picked up a pair of blacksmith 
tongs and advanced upon MCCLURE, who backed across the street to 
make it appear the other man was the aggressor. While retreating 
he goaded MCBRIDE on by abuse. After crossing the street, he 
rushed upon MCBRIDE and cut his throat with a shoe knife concealed 
in his sleeve. MCCLURE was found guilty of murder in the first 
degree, and suffered the penalty of his crime in September, 1827. 


In 1846 a slave named BILL MOORE was hung north of town just 
beyond the Collegiate Institute. He was convicted of having 
committed a rape upon the wife of his master. We are informed that 
at the trial there were some people that doubted the guilt of the 
man who was executed. They thought the crime was committed by 
another slave, and upon whose testimony Bill was convicted. 


On Friday, March 1, 1860, a slave named ALF STEVENS died from 
strangulation superinduced by temporary suspension. The execution 
occurred on the Holman hill, north of town. Alf killed his master, 
MR. WM. STEVENS, who was of unsound mind. He crushed his head with 
an axe, carried the lifeless body across the river in a canoe and 
threw it in a cave on the farm west of town now owned by COL. LAMB. 
While in jail Alf sold his body to the doctors for all the whisky 
he could drink, and his body was dissected in the house that stood 
where Rutledge Bros. are now doing business. 


In 1867 HOSEA TOWRY was shot and killed by JOHN GEORGE near 
Camargo. The trouble was caused by a dog fight and occurred on 
Sunday evening. Six years later he was arrested in Jackson 
county,. Ala.,by JAS. M. DAVIS, brought back for trial and 
convicted. In the fall of 1874, while awaiting the day of 
execution, which was but a few weeks off, GEORGE broke jail and 
escaped to the Indian Territory. It is reported that he died 
several years ago, but this lacks confirmation. 


GEORGE STONE, col., is now in Jail under sentence for the murder 
of THORNTON BURKLEY, on Saturday, August 31, 1889. Tomorrow is the 
day set for the execution. An unsuccessful effort was made to have 
the sentence commuted to imprisonment for life. The law requires 
executions to take place within an inclosure, and only a limited 
number of people can witness it.

REESE, Esq., whose memory is 
verdant in recollections of a large portion of the people who 
linger on this side of the ’dark waters.’ 

JOHN N. SULLIVAN resides adjacent and has outstripped nearly all 
who started simultaneously with him upon life’s career. He owns a 
fine farm and has a handsome residence and everything at hand that 
would be calculated to make life ‘worth the living,’ and withal is 
a genial host... 

CAPT. NATH BOONE’S residence is located upon a considerable 
eminence, and overlooks the creek and valleys below, also the 
embryo town bearing his name. Regretted to find the old warhorse 
in a feeble state of health, but his intellect was clear and he 
enjoyed greatly visits from a host of friends who visited him 
regularly...- 

BENJ. B. INGLE resides in the suburbs of the little town of 
Booneville and occupies an eminence such as enable the inmates to 
inhale the purest air that floats. He and his family are 
everywhere noted for their generosity and courteous hospitality. 
The latchel of his door always hangs on the outside. 

HUGH L.W. BOONE occupies and controls the homestead. It is safe 
to estimate a long lease of life for Hugh, for he continues to 
practice the ‘laugh and grown fat’ method. His widowed sister, 
MRS. FANNY CHILDS, manages the culinary affairs and dispenses the 
courtesies at his well replenished board. 

Among the good old citizens of that country is THOMAS BAILEY, 
whose kindness always renders a visit pleasant.... 

Several of the older citizens, whose greeting were always 
cordial and sadly missed, *had quit the walks of life’ and ’gone on 
before.’ Among these was Dr. D.J. NOBLITT, who was noted for 
intelligence and sociability. His widow resides in Booneville. 
Their son, BOONE, is now an accomplished physician and is 
creditably walking in the footsteps of his revered father. 

DR. COMMONS and his accomplished wife had crossed the ‘mystic 
river’ since my last visit to that community, and their familiar 
faces were sadly missed among the list of former friends who gave 
me assurance, of a pure friendship. 

JAMES SHOFNER, whose beaming visage omens a generous heart, was 
still there, and glad I was to meet and greet one who shared my 
youthful sports and aided in giving coloring to youthful pastimes. 

DR. GRAHAM, a prominent physician, and BRADLEY BAILEY, a 


merchant, were among the many acquaintances formed. Also met 
ARTHUR COMMONS, who inherits the estate of his uncle, DR. COMMONS, 
and is in from Missouri seeing after the same. John Stacey and 


N.F. BOONE are young men of the town, and seem to be getting all of 
life there is for its realization and enjoyment. 

REV. BERRY MCNATT is a prominent Missionary Baptist minister, 
and is permanently located here and preaches semi-monthly. The 
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people hold him in high esteen for his noble bearing and social 
manifestations. 

WILL and JAKE INGLE are good merchants and are very popular, 
having been reared here and hold a prominent place in the 
confidence of the people of the community. 

CHARLEY JOHNSON wields the yardstick behind MR. BAILEY’S 
counter, and is a very pleasant and affable gentleman. 

JAMES and ___ BEARDEN are mechanics and are serving the demands 
of the people faithfully. 

JAMES REESE has about retired from the mercantile business and 
collects the surplus of the vicinity and transports it to market, 
and is thereby an important factor of the neighborhood. 

LIGE REAGON is a hustler of a farmer. He has the finest young 
corn in the community. 

JAMES HUDSON, after traveling all over the west, has settled 
down in Booneville. 

MRS. NANCY SHOFNER, widow of the late JEPTHA SHOFNER, still 
resides at the old homestead. 

It is believed that NAT TAYLOR is a confirmed old bachelor, as 
he looks not upon the fair sex with a very high degree of 
admiration. Alas, Nat. 

ROBT. MOORE, who, resides near Mulberry Village, appears to be a 
fortunate citizen. He is blessed with a generous wife and dutiful 
children, and all his enterprises seem to be in a prosperous 
condition. 

ROBT. SMALL, just beyond, is a jovial good fellow, and he and 
his good lady have my best wishes for their prosperity and 
happiness. 

E.M. OUSLEY is a reputable financier of Mulberry, and he and his 
good lady well know how to dispense civilities to the appreciations 
of their friends. 

No one ever met a more genial aati social gentleman than CULLEN 
BAILEY, who resides out of the Village about a mile. It was very 
refreshing to visit and chat over the past with him. He was in 
feeble health, but glad to know he is fast recovering. 

J.B. THOMISON, whose residence is not far out, is a hustler for 
business. Our acquaintance dates back to our youth. Was glad to 
see him hale and hearty and prospering. May his ’shadow never grow 
less.’ 

MRS. MARGARET E. SHOFNER, widow of the late WEBB SHOFNER, has by 
undivided care managed to rear a large and respectable family. Our 
acquaintance began in our early youth, and a general rehearsal of 
the long ago was freely indulged and it was a source of great 
pleasure to meet her again after so long an interval. 

JAMES SMITH, a former resident of our county, Bedford, I found 


is still a citizen of Mulberry. JAMES abounds in good humor, wit 
and sociability. He never forgets a friend. 

WM. FORESTER abounds with the true ‘grit and git.’ His right 
hand being off, still can plow, hoe and do most any kind of farm 
work. He has reared a large family and secured a home.... 


ALECK FORESTER has made life a success by dint of hard work and 
adhering strictly to business. I was truly sorry to learn of the 
extreme illness of his good wife, whose days can be but a few more 
upon earth. 

Was glad to meet an old friend in the person of WILSE SMITH and 
family. He has an interesting family, being mostly of the fair 
sex, and are unusually gifted in the sciences and music.

....Thus it is my Brothers, we are convened to-night in a Lodge of 
Sorrow to mourn the loss of a departed brother, the strong man has 
bowed, the golden cord of Life has broken, death, remorseless 
death, has entered the sacred portals of our Lodge, high twelve has 
been struck in eternity and our brother has been called from labor 
to refreshment. BROTHER NEWTON WHITAKER, under whose shadow we now 
stand, was born July Ist, 1816, died August 27th, 1878, aged 62 
years 1 month and 26 days.

AUSTIN, TEXAS, January 24. - A bloody and fatal tragedy occurred 
here to-day in the shadow of the State-house and under the noses of 
the Governor and Legislature. Sheriff Wilson, of Palo Pinto 


county, and Marshal Ball, of Sherman, were in the city, had some 
misunderstanding and quarreled. Subsequently WILSON passed BALL on 
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the street, and hearing some remark let fall by BALL, drew his 
pistol and fired two shots. One struck BALL’S watch in his vest 
pocket and another carried away a finger. WILSON was then shot in 
the left breast, and fell and almost instantly expired. A ball 
also struck him in the right eye. It is said that WILSON was 
killed by friends of BALL. A stranger standing some distance off 
was hit by a bullet and seriously wounded. The firing was rapid.

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WAR HISTORY 
Taken from the Fayetteville Observer January 2, 1879 p.2 Column 4 


A friend has handed us the following interesting scrap of history, 
clipped from the Memphis Appeal of February 27, 1864, then 
published at Atlanta, Ga. Some of our readers had an unpleasant 
knowledge of the “order,” and could now, if they chose, resurrect 
from their old papers a receipt signed "J.H. KETCHUM, Colonel," é&c, 
for the tax that they were compelled to pay, at Mulberry, although 
they were as innocent of the killing as COL. KETCHUM or any other 
"loyal" person. Thirty thousand dollars was the assessed sum, but 
it was generally believed, upon what was considered at least 
plausible evidence, that ninety thousand dollars were collected, 
two-thirds of which found its way to the pockets of officials. The 
minutes of our County Court in 1865 have frequent reference to the 
“order,” which we append: 
Letters from Chattanooga - Stringent Order against Guerrillas. 
Correspondence of the Cincinnati Gazette. 
Chattanooga, January 8.- 
The following important order has just been issued. The 
circumstances which called it forth are known to the public; and it 
will be gratifying to every loyal man, North and South, to learn 
that it is the strict purpose of the Government, while offering 
mercy and pardon to the deluded and penitent rebel soldier, to 
visit the outlaw and murderer with such vengeance as shall be a 
warning to all future generations. The seal of Cain is set upon 
their foreheads, and whoever may find shall (kill) "execute them: 
Woe be to the guerrilla that hereafter falls into the hands of the 
boys in the army. of the Cumberland. 

D. Surface 
Murders by Guerrillas in Lincoln County - Penalty Therefor 
Headquarters Dept of the Cumberland, Chattanooga, Tenn., Jan. 6, 
1864. 
General Order No. 6. 

It having been reported to these headquarters that between seven 
and eight o’clock on the night of the 23rd ult., within one and 
one-half miles of the village of Mulberry, Lincoln county, 
Tennessee, a wagon which had become detached from a foraging train 
belonging to the U.S., was attacked by guerrillas, and the officer 
in command of the foraging party, Ist LIEUT. PORTER, company A, 
27th Indiana volunteers, the teamster, wagon master and two other 
soldiers who had been sent to load the train (the latter four 
unarmed) captured. They were immediately mounted and hurried off, 
the guerrillas avoiding the roads until their party was halted 
about one o’clock in the morning on the bank of Elk river, where 


the rebels stated they were going into camp for the night. The 
hands of the prisoners were then tied behind them, and they were 
robbed of everything of value about their persons. They were next 
drawn up in line, about five paces in front of their captors, and 
one of the latter, who acted as leader, commanded "ready," and the 
whole party immediately fired upon them. One of the teamsters was 
shot in the head and instantly killed, and three were wounded. 
Lieut. Porter was not hit. He immediately ran, was followed and 


fired upon three times by one of the party, and, finding that he 

was about to be overtaken, threw himself over a precipice into the 

river, and succeeding in getting his hands loose, swam to the 

opposite side, and, although pursued to that side and several times 
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fired upon, he, after twenty-four hours of extraordinary exertions 
and great exposure, reached a house, whence he was taken to 
Tullahoma, where he now lies in a critical situation. The others, 
after being shot, were immediately thrown into the river-thus the 
murder of three men, NEWEL E. ORCUTT, 9th independent battery, Ohio 
volunteer artillery; John W. Drought, company H, 22d Wisconsin 
volunteers, and GEORE W. JACOBS, company D, 22a Wisconsin 
volunteers, was accomplished by shooting and drowning. The fourth, 
JAMES W. FOLLEY, 9th independent Ohio volunteer artillery, is now 
lying in hospital having escaped by getting his hands free while in 
the water. 

For these atrocious and coldblooded murders, equaling in savage 
ferocity any ever comitted by the most barbarous tribe on the 
continent, committed by rebel citizens of Tennessee, it is ordered 
that all other rebel citizens living within a circle of ten miles 
of the place where these men were captured, be assessed, each in 
his due proportion, according to his wealth, to make up the sum of 
thirty thousand dollars, to be divided among the families who were 
dependent upon the murdered men for support, as follows: 

Ten thousand dollars to be paid to the widow of JOHN W. DROUGHT, 
of North Cape, Racine county, Wis., for the support of herself and 
two children. 

Ten thousand dollars to be paid to the widow of GEORGE W. 
JACOBS, of Delvan, Walworth county, Wis., for the support of 
herself and one child. 

Ten thousand dollars to be divided between the aged mother and 
sister of NEWELL F. ORCUTT, of Burton, Geauga county, Ohio. 

Should the persons assessed fail within one week after the 
notice shall have been served upon them to pay in the amount of 
their tax in money, suffcient of their personal property shall be 
seized and sold at public auction to make up the amount. 

MAJOR-GENERAL H.W. SLOCUM, U.S. volunteers, commanding the 12th 
army corps, is charged with the execution of this order. 

The men who committed these murders, if caught, will be summarily 
executed, and any person executing them will be held guiltless and 
will receive the protection of this army, and all persons who are 
suspected of having aided, abetted or harbored these guerrillas 
will be immediately arrested and tried by military commission.

Comrade JOHN D. TOLLEY, who has proven himself faithful to the 
Veteran sends in compliance with request some interesting data: 


I was born in Lynchburg, Tenn., March 28, 1837, and lived in and 
near Lynchburg, in Moore and Lincoln Cos. all my life, except a few 
years off at school and four years and twenty days in the war, 
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1861-1865. I was educated in our home schools at Burritt College 
and the University of Tennessee, at Knoxville. 


I enlisted in the Confederate army May 18, 1861; served the entire 
war, and was paroled at Selma, Ala., June, 1865. I served the 
first year as a private and ordnance sergeant in the Eighth 
Tennessee Volunteers, and was made first lieutenant at Corinth, 
Miss., May, 1862. Afterwards I was promoted to adjutant major of 
the regiment, and continued in same until the close of the year of 
1863, and then was promoted to Captain, and served the rest of the 


war in special detached service. I was part of the time in the 
secret service inside the enemy’s lines as a spy on the Nashville 
and Chattanooga railroad from Cowan to Nashville. On one occasion 


I ate supper at Tullahoma with GEN. MILROY and staff, and missed 
being captured by only a hair’s breath, the landlady recognizing me 
as "Cousin John." After the war I returned home, and have been an 
active business man ever since, with many ups and downs in life. I 
will soon be sixty-four years old, and am in good health, but still 
suffering from a wound received at Perryville, Ky., which is the 


birthplace of my father.

CAPT. T.D. GRIFFIS as citizen and soldier was universally esteemed. 
Of commanding carriage and distinguished appearance, he possessed 
the impressive dignity and noble courtesy of a gentleman of the old 
South. His war record; like that of so many of the gallant 
comrades who have “crossed over the river," is known only to the 
few of his company who survive hin. Yet it is recalled with pride 
that the boy of seventeen, who entered the war at his country’s 
first call was faithful to the end. Engaging in some of the 
hardest-fought battles, he displayed such courage and heroism as to 
win promotion, and was made captain under COL. JAMES D. TILLMAN, 
and from him received words of highest praise. COL. TILLMAN says 
of him: "I first knew CAPT GRIFFIS as a soldier in the Forty-First 
Tennessee Regiment. I have been with him the night before battle 
and the night after, when the ranks were more than decimated; I 
have been with him during the long winter months in camp, on muddy 
roads and dark nights on the march; and for weary months in prison 
on Johnson’s Island; and during the four years of war the conduct 
of this boy just entering manhood was above reproach, his valor as 
a soldier above criticism. In every time and place he was the 
embodiment of true patriotism." 


The same nobility of character was exemplified in after life. 
Removing from Lincoln co., Tenn., to Elkmont, Ala., he married Mrs. 
Emma Cole October 16, 1889; and was a popular and influential 
citizen. 


His death occurred suddenly April 5, 1899. His only daughter, EMMA 
MAY GRIFFIS, is the youngest member of the JOSEPH E. JOHNSTON

JOHN J. FELPS, a Confederate veteran, Commander of J.1.A. BARKER 
Camp, No. 1555, U.C.V., died at his home, near Jacksonville, Tex., 
on Sept. 1, 1909. He was born in Lincoln co., Tenn. Dec. 11, 1849, 
and went with his parents to Cherokee co., TX in 1849 


He was mustered into the Confederate army as 4 member of Co. C., 3d 
Tex. Cavalry, in June 1861, and was a valiant member of that 
gallant old regiment until the end, ever loved and trusted by his 
officers and comrades for his bravery and patriotism. He was in 
all the battles and hard marches engaged in by his regiment from 
Oak Hill, or Wilson’s Creek, in Missouri, Aug. 10, 1861, to the 
last fight in GEN. HOOD’S retreat from Nashville, at Sugar Creek, 
except the time in which he was disabled by wounds. He was 
severely wounded and captured in the battle of Iuka, in Sept. 1862. 


As a citizen after the war he was one of the best in his section of 
Texas, commanding the respect of all who knew him. A man of strong 
convictions, a loyal, consistent Democrat he was frank and bold to 
advocate what he deemed to be right on all questions touching the 
interest and welfare of his fellow citizens of the community and 
the State in which he lived. 


In 1865 he was married to MISS AMANDA RUTH KENDRICK, who preceded 


him some years to the beyond. He leaves four sons and four 
daughters.

JOSEPH MCMILLIN (vii) was born about 1783 possibly on the ship 
coming over although there is no proof. having died before 1850 we 
do not have that reference for his age or place of birth. His 
children gave conflicting statements for his birthplace in the 1880 
census records. His age in 1830 was 40-50. He married 13 July 
1807 Williamson co., TN JANE WRIGHT, with DENNIS WRIGHT (believed 
her father) as bondsman.

He 
had a land grant there 1 Dec. 1830 and sold it 17 Jan. 1834. In 
1840 he was in Dyer co., TN and possibly lived in Fayette co. 


before moving to Yalobusha co., MS by 1850. Three of his married 
sons were in Yalbusha co. in 1850 as well as his sister, JANE 
GROSS/GROCE, his nephew GEORGE W. WRIGHT and his niece ADELINE 
ELVIRA WRIGHT BENSON. THOMAS had at least nine children, of whom 
the following have been identified by FRANK MCMULLEN. (1) FRANCES 
AMANDA, wife of ANDREW WARREN, died 1896 Angelina co., TX; (2)

MINTER and was possibly living in Hardeman co., TN in 1850. 

JANE MCMULLEN (ix) was born 1792, Botetourt co., VA. She married 
by 1810 JONATHAN GROCE/GROSS. They are named in the wills of both 
of JANE’S parents. JONATHAN is recorded in the deeds of LCT 1817- 
1820 and the 1820 and 1830 census records, JONATHAN GROCE died 
about 1835 possibly LCT. JANE died 1867, Kemper co., MS and is 
buried in the Henson Cemetery near the Neshoba-Kemper co. line. 
JANE’S children were: (1)PEGGY (MARGARET) b. 1818 LCT and married 
ANDREW HANNA. Descendants were in Kemper co., MS in 1880. (2) 
PATSY (MARTHA) who may have married a SMITH. (3) WILLIAM DUNBAR 
GROSS 1820-1897, married 1846 ROXAN MILES. They reared a large 
family in Leake co., VERA FLOYD and her sister, JO GARRETT, 
Memphis, TN are descendants. (4) ISAAC NEWTON was born 1826 LCT 
and died 1884 in Yalobusha co. MS where he is buried in Benson 


Cemetery, Tillatobia, MS. They had 8 children. Data on this 
family is from JOHN MARSHALL RUTHERFORD, Water Valley, MS, a 
descendant, who has the family Bible. (5) MARTIN GROSS born 1827 


TN and (6) NANCY born 1829 TN. 


PATSY (MARTHA) MCMULLEN (x) born 1780-1790, married GILBERT 
MARSHALL. They are named in the wills of both WILLIAM and MARTHA. 
GILBERT was the son of WILLIAM MARSHALL and ANN BELL (Bible 
records). He died about 1856 Williamson co., TN. The following is 
a list of his heirs: WILLIAM A. MARSHALL, JAMES C. MARSHALL, and 
ROBERT A. MARSHALL all of Marshall co., TN; GILBERT A. WATERS, 
SUMMER M. HELMS, JAMES MARSHALL, JOHN R. MARSHALL and MARY C. 
MARSHALL (adults) of Williamson co., TN; ELLEN F., ELIZABETH M., 
JOSEPH K., ANN B. AMANDA C. and ANDREW Cc. MARSHALL, minors of 


Williamson co; and ADAMS MARSHALL of Lowndes co., MS. JOHN R. 
through ANN B. were in GILBERT’S household in 1850. MARTHA’S age 
in 1850 SISTLER’S copy is 41. In the film the enumerator has a 


strange figure and it could be a 6 or 4. If SISTLER is correct, 
this MARTHA could be a second wife. If 61 is correct then it would 
be MARTHA MCMULLEN MARSHALL. 


POLLY (MARY) MCMULLEN (xi) was born about 1790 in NC or Virginia. 


She married 18 May 1808, Williamson co., TN HUGH PINSTON. HUGH is 
listed on the Williamson co. tax lists of 1810-13. Descendants are 
unknown. 


JOSPEH MCMULLEN/MCMULLIN (vi) (? vii.jww) son of WILLIAM and MARTHA 
MCMULLEN was born about 1783 in Ireland, NC or even VA, He first 
shows on the Williamson co., TN tax list of 1807. He married 13 
July 1807 to JANE WRIGHT. Bondsman was DENNIS WRIGHT (JANE’S 
father? ) and PETER HARDEMAN attested. The record says JOSEPH W. 
MULLINS but the courthouse record is not the original bond. Nor 
have I been able to locate the original. MRS. L.D. BEJACH, who 
with MRS. LILLIAN GARDINER, published the Williamson co. marriage 
records, says she has never seen the originals either. They 
purchased the records, copied on three by five cards. 

She agreed that "Mc" in a name was frequently misread as "W." 
JOSEPH died between 1840 LCT census) and 1850 (Tippah co., MS 
census. ) 


(SARAH JANE WRIGHT MCMILLIN, believed a daughter of DENNIS WRIGHT 
and wife, ELEANOR, was born 1783 (Spotsylvania co.) VA. She died 
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15 Oct. 1866 Tippah co., MS, where she was buried in Pogue 
Cemetery, southeast of present Falkner. Records from the Pine Hill 
Primitive Baptist Church show that she was re-instated to 
membership in that church a few months before her death. 


There were perhaps several daughters whom I had not identified and 
who did not come to MS. In 1981-85 I corresponded with WANDA 
SULLIVAN, Petersburg, TN, who is a descendant of ELIZA MCMILLIN, 
wife of SAMUEL DUCKWORTH. Of ELIZA’S thirteen children, at least 
two had names linking them to my MCMILLINS. They were WILLIAM 
JASPER DUCKWORTH and JOSEPH MCMILLIN DUCKWORTH. In addition, an 
elderly relative told WANDA that ELIZA’S mother was a WRIGHT. 
Finally WANDA visited the late WILSON WRIGHT of Franklin, TN and 
copied from his Bible, information on a MCMULLIN family. From my 
own records, I could tell this had to be the names and dates of 
birth, for most of the children of JOSEPH and JANE WRIGHT MCMILLIN. 
The last name on the page was that of my great, grandfather, JOSEPH 
J(EFFERSON) MCMILLIN but his birthdate was torn away and his 
youngest sister was not listed. These names are on a blank space 
below Chapter IV of Malachi, at the end of the Old Testament. (I 
have since obtained a Photo-copy of the original from the State 
Archives, Nashville. AC No. 72-55, JACOB WRIGHT Papers, Sm Col V-L- 
R Box 1.) Children of JOSEPH and JANE WRIGHT MCMULLEN. 

(1) ELIZA born 1808 (Bible) or 1812 (grave marker) was married 
by 1825 (birth of first child) to SAMUEL DUCKWORTH. She died 8 
June 1893 and is buried at Caruthers, Duckworth cemetery, Catalpa 
in present Marshall co., TN. ELIZA’S children were: (a) ELIZABETH 
ANN who married SAMULE RILEY; (b) WILLIAM JASPER DUCKWORTH, who 
married SARAH MCGAHEY; (c) AMY MALISSA; (d) MARY JANE; (e) ABEL 
NEWTON DUCKWORTH who married MARY F. SHORT; (f) JOSEPH MCMILLIN 
DUCKWORTH whose wife was ANN H. PATTERSON; (g) SAMUEL MARION 
DUCKWORTH who married MARGARET HEMPHILL; (h) ELENDER MALINA; (i) 
JOHN HOUSTON DUCKWORTH who married LOUISA ANN FINLEY; (Jj) ELIZA 
ISABELLA who married PINKNEY HARRISON; (k) MORGAN DEKALB DUCKWORTH; 
(L) MARCUS LAFAYETTE who married MARTHA E. WATSON and (m) LUCY 
MALVINA. Most of these lived in the Catalpa area taken from LCT 
when Marshall co. was formed in 1836. 


(2) MARTHA MCMULLIN was born 2 Sept. 1810 (LC) TN (Bible 
Record. ) 

(3) ANDREW JASPER *>JAP’ MCMILLIN was born 25 Dec. 1812 (Bible 
record.) He married twice, possibly three times. He was living in 
the household of his brother, JOSEPH J. and his mother, JANE, in 
1850, Tippah co., MS. There was a ten-year-old child, ELIZABETH J. 
in the household who is unaccounted for and could be ANDREW’S 
daughter from an unknown earlier wife. He married about 1857, 
CAROLINE in Tippah co. They had three children: (a) JASPER 
NEWTON, who married NANCY ANN MERRITT in 1879, Tippah co. and 
settled in Tipton co., TN; (b) SARAH ELIZA who married BUCK JACKSON 
and lived in Tippah co.; (c) CAROLINE who married ZACK TALLEY, 
"JAP’ married 1867, Tippah co., to MARTHA JANE MCMULAN, widow of 
JAMES HAWKINS. Their children were: (d) MATT (MARTHA) who married 
J.J.D. THODES and moved to Texas; (e) JOSEPH JEFFERSON, who lived 
in Tipton co., TN. MARTHA JANE and her first husband, JAMES 
HAWKINS, had fourt children: BETTIE L., MARY S.; AMANDA; and 
WILLIAM D. Data on this HAWKINS family is from a JONES family 
Bible belonging to a descendant. The 1860 Tippah co. census also 
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shows a WM. A. MCMULLEN aged 8 in the HAWKINS household. He and 
MARTHA aged 26, were both born in TN. Who are they? UNCLE JAP 
MCMILLIN died about 1900 in Tipton co., TN and buried in an 
unmarked grave at indian Creek Primitive Baptist Church there. Our 
family has always known of the connection to those in Tipton co. 

(4) ELENDER (ELLEN) MCMILLIN, possibly named for her grandmother 
WRIGHT, was born 8 oct. 1815 (Bible record), LCT. Is she the ELLEN 
MCMILLEN who married HUGH WATSON 22 Mar. 1838 there? 

(5) ELIZABETH A. MCMILLIN was born 11 Nov. 1818 (Bible record) 
LCT.

BLOODY BATTLE 
Fayetteville Observer October 13, 1892 


Last Friday morning on the headwaters of Stewart’s 
Creek, about 3 miles from Brighton, a fight occurred between 
revenue men and illicit distillers in which three men were 
killed and another seriously wounded. 

The "revenues" were waylaid and shot from ambush. 
While there can be no combination of circumstances strong 
enough to justify the killing of men in such a way or to 
even palliate the assassination, the opinion obtains with 
many good people that the officers are in a measure 
responsible for the occurrence. Officials of the U.S. think 
they have the government backing them and are often 
autocratic in their treatment of prisoners and do not 
consider the rights of private citizens. With some men the 
commission as a revenue collector or one of his subordinates 
is a carte-blanche to search houses without the necessary 
warrants when they may think there is a possiblility of 
contraband spirts being stored in them, and sometimes 
instead of prosecuting the suspected people they endeavor to 
convict from personal dislike, the trial is then a travesty 
and degenerates into a persecution. If the revenue men 
would be more civil and less arbitrary, they would not be 
looked upon with so much disfavor, and their lives would not 
be in constant danger. 

The Monday previous MR. SPURRIER received a note Signed 
"H.S." telling where wildcat brandy was hid and the writer 
offered to accompany him on the raid. He determined to 
investigate the matter, although the letter was looked upon 
as a decoy, SPURRIER, with five other men, was riding along 
following the direction given in the letter, when they were 
fired on from behind, the attacking party having a fallen 
log for breastworks. There were six of the revnue men, - 
JOE L. SPURRIER and S.D. MATHER leading the way, about 25 
feet behind them were C.S. CARDWELL and J.E. PULVER, and 
about 50 feet behind them were E.S. ROBERTSON and young DAVE 
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HARRIS. At the first fire MATHER reeled and fell from his 
horse, at the second shot SPURRIER was struck between the 
shoulder-blades and fell to the ground. The next man to go 
down was CARDWELL. PULVER was thrown by his mule and on 
getting up he rose a-running and was soon out of danger. 
The fire was returned by ROBERTSON and HARRIS. The latter 
empied his revolver and stood in the road until told to get 
behind a tree. ROBERTSON had his gun leveled and fired when 
one of the men looked over the log. The man fell back dead 
and his two companions ran away. ROBERTSON and HARRIS went 
to the log and found the dead man to be T.E. (LIFUS) 
PATRICK. They straightened him and folded his hands across 
his breast. Behind the log were found a Winchester rifle, a 
double-barrelled breech-loading shotgun and a 38-calibre 
revolver. 


CAPT. MATHER was dead in the road. His home is at 
Bevidere in Franklin county, and he has been in the revenue 
service 10 years. He was Depty Collector for the Third 
Tennessee Division. He was highly esteemed by his 


neighbors, and served as a captain in the Federal army. 

JOE L. SPURRIER was found to be living, but badly 
wounded, his limbs having been paralyzed by the shot 
striking the spinal cord. His family live in Nashville. He 
was a general duputy for the Middle Tennessee district and 
was utterly devoid of fear. 

C.S. CARDWELL was a Kentuckian. Last January he was 
transferred to this state to aid in suppressing illicit 
distilling as the moonshiners seemed to be gathering 
strength. An examination of the wounds showed that his 
recovery was impossible--his death warrant had been signed 
and sealed. 

PULVER returned with a number of citizen who placed 

SPURRIER and CARDWELL and the remains of CAPT. MATHER in a 
wagon and took them to Flintville. While waiting for the 
train CARDWELL died and his body was carried to Harrodsburg, 
Ky., for burial. CAPT. MATHER’S body was taken to 
Belvidere. 
LIFUS PATRICK came from a good family of quiet and orderly 
people. We are told that a residence in the west bred in 
him a reckless spirit, but before that he was steady enough. 
Not very long ago he was arrested for illicit distilling and 
acquitted on being tried. It is presumed the treatment he 
then received determined him upon revenge. 

We have been told but do not know who is the author of 
the report that PATRICK alone did the shooting at the 
officers and that after the third shot his gun refused to 
fire. He proved himself a good marksman by bringing down a 
man at every shot until his gun failed him. 

On leaving home that morning he told his people that he 
was going to return to the Indian Territory, and the next 
information they had from him was that he had been killed by 
the revenue men. 
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The scene of the tragedy has been visited by U.S. 
Marshals and deputy collectors, and there were a goodly 
number of them in town last Monday. 

SPURRIER claims that while he was lying wounded on the 
ground he saw the men run away and recognized them. He gave 
their names as ANDY PATRICK and MORG PETTEY; the latter 
lives on the PATRICK place. The revenue men that were here 
Monday were out to arrest these people. We have been told 
that the suspected men claim to have been at work gathering 
corn in a field more than a mile from the scene of the 
assassination at the time the tragedy occurred, and that 
they can prove an alibi by reputable people....NOAH COOPER, 
who lives near the scene of the killing, was arrested 
Tuesday....

On the night of the 12th of October a mass-meeting of 
the best citizens of Stewart’s creek was held at McGee 
shcool-house, for the purpose of putting themselves and the 
good people of that community on record in favor of law and 
order against the bloody and cowardly assassination of the 
U.S. Marshal and deputy Marshals, which occurred near that 


place a few days since....R.K. LOCKER, of Renegar, was 
chosen Chairman and J.T. COSTON, of Fayetteville, 
sec....JAMES H. HOLMAN...said "it was the duty of the good 


and law-abiding citizens to lock hands and stand together 
for the protection of each other and the upholding of the 
law...G.W. PORTER, ESQ., said: “We are citizens, and we are 
duty-bound to see that the law is executed and crime 
uncovered." W.J. VENTRESS, ESQ., said: "We have a few 
lawless men among us, and I am sorry to say our whole 
community is regared by neighboring localities and counties 
as being a band of lawless’ people. I deplore the 
comminssion of this crime....ROBT. M. KOONCE said: "TI 
sanction everything that has been said." JOHN F. EDMONSON 
said: "The citizens of our community should see that the law 
is executed." H. FANNON © said: "The eyes of other 
communities are upon us, and the finger of censure has been 
pointed at our community. It is our duty to uncover this 
crime if possible." J.P. MCGEE said: "I want you all to be 
good citizens and do your duty in the matter." R.K. LOCKER 
said: "This meeting should have been held long ago. We 
should have organized to stem the tide of lawlessness." DR.

The death of JOE L. SPURRIER, the brave Deputy Revenue 


Collector, is one of peculiar sadness. He fell in the 
discharge of his duty, the victim of a cruel and cowardly 
conspiracy.

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to a fate which his friends had vainly hoped he would 
escape. A lamentable feature of this sad incident was the 
fact that he died feeling that there would be no proper 
vindication of the law in his case. His murder was of the 
most attrocious character. He was entrapped and waylaid. 
Yet in the Federal Court, though his murderers be identified 
and proven guilty, they can be convicted only of a smaller 
offense, and sentenced to a term in the penitentiary. They 
can be tried and convicted for the crime of murder in a 
state court, but this has come to be a poor dependence for 
justice, and in this case is made a still more doubtful 
tribunal....

The genealogical portion of this new work begins with ROBERT 
BENSON, born circa 1685, and FRANCES PROU, both of VA, who 
had seven children. About seven generations of Bensons 
(including the female lines) are covered. 


A direct line descendant of ROBERT & FRANCES BENSON, PERU 
HARDY BENSON was born in Elkton, TN in 1829. He married 
NANCY DELINA McCRACKEN and, after her death, MRS. HELEN R. 
JAMES. In 1862, BENSON volunteered for service in the Civil 
War; after the fall of Vicksburg he was taken prisoner. He 
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spent two years in (possibly as many as seven) Yankee 
prisons.
